TRE SHRUNKEN HEADS 

But the museum has its mysteries, 
mysteries which represent problems 
in science, in the solution of whick 
only speculation. is available. An 
extraordinary instance in this éon- 
uection may be mentioned. In a 
Case just within the entrance to the 
museum is an exhibit of a namber 
of doll-like heads, described as 
“shrunkea human heads from 
Central America and Eenador.” The 
Visitor presumably js amazed to be 
asked to believe that these heads are. 
the originals of the persons to whom 
they formerly belonged. Expert 
scientific investigation of the doll-like, 
shrunken heads has proved them to 
be real human heads. reduced to 
these proportions, The confirmatory 
evidence of this is overwhelming and 
beyond’ dispute. But--and here is 
the mystery —the natives who practise 
this ‘custom have environed the 
Process with a secrecy so inviolate, 
that the penalty of death is exacted 
in the case of any one, ontside the 
community, who ventures to discover 
it. This fate is known to have be 
fallen a German. whose shrunken 
head was afterwards used asa warning 
to prevent any prying into a matter 
which it was distinctly unhealthy 
to pursue. Nevertheless the xhrun- 
ken heads are themselves the witnessex 
of the secret, and under crass-examina- 
tion by the scientitic expert can be 
made to give-away much of their 
case. At a certain stage the scale 
Is reflected from the skull, and the 
bones are extracted.

MANCHESTER MARKET: 


LATEST WEEKLY REPORT, 


Messrs James F. Hutton & Cay. 3

The acreage reduction is estimated © ~ 
at 284 per cent. Owing to these 
figures; further reports of serious 
damage by boll weevil: and 
much better spot sales at 
Liverpoo! values have recovered and 
at the close of the week shew an ° 
advance all round.

He saya 
that when he left refugees were pouring into Brest-Litovsk at the rate of 
2,000 a day. They had nowhere to live except in ramshackle dagouts inta 
which many crawled to die, Many were unable to walk owing to swollen 
bodies and legs due to starvation, Mr. Thompson said that in one town 
he found ten of the wealthiest families living on bread made of straw, mud, 
and grass. Thousands of others were living on soup made of grass. A 
telegram from Riga via Copenhagen states that there were 130,000 deaths 
from cholera in Russia to the end of July.

SUPREME COUNCIL, 
Loxpos, August sth * 

The troublous conditions in which the 
Supreme Council meetings are opening 
are not minimised in Londog. Apart 
from the question of the despatch of 
troops to Upper Silesia there is pro- 
nounced divergence of views between Great 
Britain and France as regards the boun- 
daries of the disputed industrial triangle, 
Beuthen — Kattowits — Gleiwitz, — ile 
London is known to faveur giving to 
Poland only Rrbnik, with a few outlying 
districts adjoining the industrial triangle, 
Paris desires to award the whole of the 
triangle to Poland. Thus, both maintain 
that the triangle is indivisible, leaving 
clear-cut the issue of ita ultimate destina- 
tion 

Tt is notable that the Daily Chronicle. 
which is regarded as the mouthpiece of 
the British Government, asks, “ Will the 
Franco-British Entente be in existence a 
meee hence? ”, and repties ‘ it is doubt- 
wl”? ; 

Other papers adopt a similar line, pin- 
ning their hopes on the presence of 
Colonel Harvey, as more or less aa im- 
partial participant in the conference, to 
find a way vut. 

A Paris message quotes an account of 
the British snd French Premiers’ pre, 
liminary meeting, yesterday, which says 
that they eat together an the balcony of 
the hotel until 11 o'clock at night.

DEOUGHT if FRANCE. 


Panis, August Sth. 

The region cf Loire is most serously 
affected by drought. Pastures have heen 
barnt up and farmers have been obliged 
to feed cattle on their winter reserves of 
hay. Most of the springs wells have 
been dried up. Many villages are with- 
out water. Fires are breaking out every- 
where, mainly dae to sparks from loco- 
motives. 


STEAMER LOST. 


Evrega, Car., August 8th. 

Thirty-six passengers and 12 members 
of the crew of the Alaske perishel wheo 
the ryessel struck a reef, which tore out 
her bottom. She sank in half an hour 
Thirty of the survivors were injurcd.

JHE CHANNEL TUNNEL. 


THE ONLY WA¥ TO BRING 
PEACE TO EUROPE. 


Baron Emile Beaumont d’Erl-nger 
(chairman) presided over the 33rd 
meeting of the Channel Tunne! (o.. 
Ltd.. at the Cannon-street Hotel. 
London, The chairman, in meving 
the adoption of the report and ac- 
counts, said that the company had 
been interested in the construction 
of a machine which would greatly 
expedite the construction of the 
tunnel as soon as they got the neces- 
sary permission, This machine had 
cost some £6,000. and the trials had 
been entirely satisfactory. They in- 
tended to move that machine to 
Dover and make experiments with 
it on the material which they would 
have to xea] with when the actual 
constructiog of the tunnel took place, 
They hoped to use the machine on 
Varivus contracts, and thus recuperate 
themselves for expenditure already 
entered into, Notwithstanding the 
repeated efforts on the part of Sir 
Arthur Fell. 3.P., chairman of the 
House of Commons Tunnel Comittee 
they had not yet received uny inti- 
mation that the Government was 
prepared to entertain the question 
seriously for the present. What the 
world was mostly in need of was, 
peace, and until that peace was 
established on a more solid basis, 
and until there was more confidence 

, between nations the Channel Tunnel 
‘would be still further deferred. He 
would like to see the Entente Cordiale 
with France established on a stronger 
- basis, and converted into an alliance. 
That would be the surest means of 
bringing about the peace of Europe. 
Only. then could they approach 
Germany, and re-establish those re- 
lations that would lead to amity and. 
peace for the rest of our days. As. 
long as .those:two nations (England. 
-and France) could not approach 
Germany band in hand there would: 
always be some suspicion of a rift 


between the two nations,*and con- - 


sequently it would be more difficult 
to establish the peace of.the world. 
The motion was seconded and adopt- 
ed, and the retiring directors, Major 
Cecil M. Higgins, M.C., and Mr. 
George Howard; were re-elected to

LITTLE KNOWN CHINA. | 


IGNORANCE IN BRITADY. 
SUGGESTED REMEDIES. 
Sir T. Bennett. the Coslition 
Member of Parliament for Sevenoaks, 
complained to the Commons that the 
House knew nothing about China. 
None had the temerity to deny the 
charge : although one ot two Members 
have had much experience of China 
and the Chinese. Parliament as’ a 
whole is almost, if not quite, as ignar- 
ant as the man in the street pon 
Chinese affairs—in fact, one Member 


was heard to inquire where Shantung | hai 


was. The British daily Presayds 
largely to blame for the genetal 
ignorance of British people as to the 
East generally and China in particular. 
With few exceptions, the editors 
of London dailies: fill their columns 
with what in Fleet Street are called 
~ good stories.” or light re«ding” 
with a considerab’e flavouring of 
political ‘bias. It is a deptorable 
state of affairs, but Sir T. Bennett 
Was accurate when he asserted that 
“the newspapers are full of Ascot 
frocks, and that kind of thinz, but, 
a= to China, they are silent. By 
accident, however. we have react that 
the Chinese Government is 0}:posed 
to the renewal of the Treaty.” Only 
lately we beard the same com- 
plaint voiced by twa prominent men 
from China. One, who has pl:yed a 
tremendous part in the develo ment 
of British trade and prestige in “hind, 
remarked that “the ignorance dis- 
played here in Chinese matters is 
deplorable. Engtand does not know 
China. and, therefore, cannot under- 
stand her.” The second said that, 
the newspapers only published news 
of China's failings : of ker advance- 
ment nothing was hrard. Both these 
statements were made at mextings 
in Londoa. 


What, then, is to be done? asks 
the L.& C. Express, China herself 
might bear a band in educating the 
Bntish public. Then we have the 
China Association. the China Society, 
and the Anglo-Chinese Friendship 
Society. The first-named is devoted 
to business interests: the other two, 
while giving time to serious matters, 
ace more social in character. Both
